“CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS) 
ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  35 
of  the  “  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals) 
Act,”  being  chapter  51,  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  of  the  following  regulations: — 

(1.)  The  rate  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
the  owners  of  animals  slaughtered  and  car¬ 
casses  thereof  disposed  of  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  15  (1)  of  said  Act,  shall  not 
exceed  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  valuation  fixed 
by  the  Inspector;  such  valuation  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
($125)  for  grade  animals  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  ($175)  for  pure-bred  reg¬ 
istered  animals,  and  to  be  computed  on  a  basis 
of  age,  utility,  conformation,  and  blood  lines. 

(2.)  No  compensation  shall  be  paid  in 
respect  to  the  slaughter  of  any  animal  im¬ 
ported  from  without  the  Province,  unless  such 
animal  has  been  kept  within  the  Province  for 
not  less  than  one  year  and  unless,  within  sixty 
days  prior  to  importation  into  the  Province, 
had  been  subjected  to  a  tuberculin  test,  admin¬ 
istered  by  a  duly  appointed  Inspector  of  the 
Health  of  Animals  Branch  of  the  Dominion 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  had  been  found 
to  be  free  from  tuberculosis. 

That  this  Order  do  take  effect  on  the  2nd 
day  of  October,  1942,  thereby  cancelling  Order- 
in  Council  No.  236,  approved  the  2nd  day  of

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
